“T felt a little whoozy,’”’ Downey 
says. “I sat on a rock to rest 
awhile and talked to myself to 
keep from passing out.” 

3 Mile Hike 

Hiking three miles back to the 
place he had left his car, Downey 
drove to his doctor’s office only 
to find him not there, and then he 
drove to the Community Hospital 
where there was another delay in 
administering first aid. No one 
there had ever given anti-venom 
treatment, but eventually Downey 
received his shot, and promptly 
passed out.
